made this subject one of special and 
thorough investigation, both at home 
and abroad. 
If 
biased at all 
it 
must be in the interest of the party 
that upholds McKinleyism. 
As a 
result of his researches Wr. Wright 
places the difference of cost between 
steel rails in England and America 
at $5 per ton. 
The actual difference 
in wages paid here and in England 
to produce 
a 
ton 
of 
steel 
rails 
is $3.78. 
This 
difference 
is not 
merely at the rail mills, where the 
final work is performed, but covers 
the 
whole range 
of 
contributing 
labor, the handling and mining of 
ore, limestone, pig iron, steel ingots 
and steel rails. 


When M cKinley made the report 
which accompanied his bill, he said: 
*‘We have recommended no duty 
above the point of difference be­ 
tween the normal cost of production 
here, including labor, and the cost 
of like production in the countries 
which seek our markets."

is exactly $5. 
The difference in

cost of labor is $3.78. 
A c ­ 
cording to M cK inley’s philosophy 
and 
assurance 
then,

duty, if labor was to be protected, 
would be $3.78, while if labor and 
capital were both to be made the 
beneficiaries $5 per ton would be 
he duty exacted. 
Clearer demonstration could not 
be made of the fact that the steel 
barons dictated the legislation under 
the protection of which they are 
piling up the millions, killing off all 
competition and arbitrarily reduc­ 
ing the wages 
»f 
their employes 
whenever opportunity for so doing 
presents 
itself. 
The 
actual duty 
on steel rails is $13.44 a ton. 
The 
outrageous tax enables the Carnegies 
and their favored ilk to exact a trib­ 
ute of $9.66 above the cost of labor, 
if paid as ostensibly protected, and 
of $8.44 above all costs of produc­ 
tion. 
In this single item there is 
an annual bounty 
to these same 
barons of from fifteen 
to
